Berkeley Bank Funds to 
Refinance Debt 


Ag the result of a new ar- 
rangement made by the San An- 
tonio Water Co. on its outstand- 
ing financial obligations, 4 sav- 
ing of $100,000 will pe made 
during the next 20 years, it was 
announced today This 1s an av- 
erage saving of $5,000 a year. 

The Berkeley Bank of Cooper- 
atives, a branch of the Federal 
land bank, is loaning the com- 
pany an amount more than equal 
to the outstanding ponds to be 
repaid over @ period of 20 years 
at 4 per cent interest. The pres- 
ent bond issue bearing 6 per cent 
interest, will be called for re- 
demption on Nov. 1 of this year. 
Under the present mortgage 
agreement a premium cf 2 per 
cent must be paid if the ponds 
are called prior to maturity. The 
Joan from the Berkeley bank is 
equal to the outstandding bonds 
pius the premium. 

“Your board feels that this re- 
funding operation has been made 
at an unusually low interest rate 
and upon very favorable terms 
and will place the finances of the 
company on a safe and conserva- 
tive basis’ said a letter to all 
company stockholders today 

The board of directors during 
the past year has given serious 
consideration to the advisability 
of refunding the compay’s six 
per cent bonds now outstanding. 

“Negotiations with pondhouses 
demonstrated that the company 
could market a 5 per cent bond 
at par less commissions and ex- 
penses,” the letter said in its 
opening paragraph. 

The Berkeley Bank for Cooper- 
operatives, a branch of the fed- 
eral land bank, was organized to 
assist cooperative marketing and 
processing organizations. But 
Mutual Water companies were 
not eligible under the ‘Act’ creat- 
ing the bank 

“Through efforts of the Cali- 
fornia Mutual Water Companies 
association, of which this com- 
pany is a member, the “act” was 
amended by the present con- 
gress making mutual water com- 
panies elegible and became ef- 
fective in June. 

“This company made immedi- 
ate application to the Berkeley 
bank and has now completed its 
refunding agreement.” 


Double Garage and 
Contents Burned in 
Gasoline Explosion 





Fire, started by a gascline ex- 
plosion shortly after 8 o'clock 
Friday evening, destroyed a com- 
bined garage, storeroom and 
bedroom at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lowell M. Clark, Foothill 
boulevard and Benson avenue.

Tn the opinion of experts called 
from Los Angeles to investigate 
the cause of the fire, the flames 


~ were started by static or by a 


spark struck from the iron tank. 
An accumulation of gas in the 
air caused a flash tha: slightly 
scorched Mr. Clark’s hands and 
eyebrows. 

A forest ranger in the foot- 
hills saw the blaze and called the

tuose firemen arriving in tin to 
aid in extinguishing the fire in 
the smoulderng runs.
